Sir, Damascus, August 28, 1870. 

I HAVE the honour to report to your Rxeelleney that troubles were expected in 

nascux yesterday (Saturday, August 27) when the Redif was being mustered. 
Crome been drawn on the ground and in the watersclosots of the mosques, ax 
happened in 1860, Christians had been threatened in tho streets nnd basnars, many 
families loft the city, and in some instances the nowly-arrived troops showed a lontife 
animus, ‘The Ottoman authorities, however, have been alive to a senso of thoir danger, 
and as long as they do their duty there will nover be a massoro at Danaus. The 
Redif, including those from Aleppo and elsewhere, and now numbering 1,000 men, was 
sent out of the eity, not through the Christian quntter, whero thero would have hen A 
disturbance, but wd the Daliah and the Zagnabych to tho villages of Kusayr, Sawwan, 
and Kaban, distant about ono hour's ride. Here a camp has been pitched for them, 
and they will be drilled for a month, 

Tho Moslem population hing been excited against the Christians, unjustly attribut- 
ing to the latter the mustering of the Redif, which has never yet heen called ut at 
Damascus. I bave the honour to bring to’ your Excelleney’s notion the admirnble 
conduct of his Excellency Holo Pasha, formerly acting Mutasarrif of this city, and now

“His Exeellenoy the 
Mushir Mohammed Ritit Pasha left Damascus at 0 day's notice on Thurslay, the 
25th instant, We rogrot the departure of this officer, whose courtesy and readiness to 
oblige were exceptional at Damascus, Until yesterday, when bis Excellency Ibrahim 
Pasha received his orders to take charge, there was no Mutasarrif, or Governor of the 
city, We have, therefore, been living almost without authority, and the Christians 
nulnly owe thei safety to th excellent conduct of the throe afficers above mentioned, 

‘Snwe my letter of the 11th of dilly, 1870, one Protestant school has been closed, 
and three others wore threstoned with closing by the local Mudirs, who acted, they 
aid, under orders from Damascus, I at once procured a countenonler from bis 
Excellency Holo Pasba, then aetios Governor of the city, and no complaints upon the 
subject havo since reached me. ‘The closing of the schools is generally attributed to 
the animus excited by the illjudged proceedings of Mr. Mentor Mott.

THE Confidential Memorndum of which I have the honour herewith to inclose a 

copy, is tho extract of a letter from the Governor-General of Syria to Aali Pusha, 

complaining of Captain Burton, Her Majesty's Consul at Damascus. 

What is stated of the good reception given to Captain Burton ly the authorities on 
bis arrival nt Damascus, notwithstanding the repagnance with whieh they viewed his 
appointment, is perfectly correct ; but, althongh it was boasted of by him at the time,

it was entirely owing to my having told the Governor-General, who feared. some 
exhibition of fanaticism, that I held him responsible for Captain Burton being received 
with all the respect due to a British Consul, 

T must do his Excellency the justice to sty, that he faithfully kept the promise 
whieh be then made me. 

Tr is difficult to be accurately informed as to what is doing by our own Agents at 
such a distant place ax Damascus, and Tam slow to accept the eritieism passed by hostile, 
and perhaps interested, parties, or by Turkish officials, who may have had differences 

ith them? but your Lonlship is aware that I have for some time Ick been apprehen- 
that Capiaid Burton's proceedings were of a nature to give ground for anxiety 
Toul have been impossible for me to bring forward any one act suffleient 

removal from hix Consulate. 
complaint of the Governor-General, embodied in the Memorandum now 
inclosed, is lkewine founded upon Captain Burton's charvoter and general proceedings. 

Thad heard vaguely and unofficially of the occurrence mentioned in the 
randum, when Mis, Burton was said, with her own hand, to have horse-whipped 1 person 
whom she considers ox having failed in showing the respect sho th wht due to

On St. George's Day a quarrel arose betwoen his 
servants and a number of Greek lads who were sianding near the church. Mr, Burton 
took an active part in the quarrel by firing on the Greeks, who had now come out of 
church, which made matters worse. Although several of the Consul’s poople received 

‘wonnds he himself wax merely steuck by a stone in the arm. 
not retalinte by using arms of any kind, and consequently the 
‘ovourrence did not assume a more serious turn. 

‘Tho Consul demands that a great number of the Grecks, whom he has taken up 
and bound with cords, should be sent up to Damascus. ‘These people, on the otber 
Land, declare that they are not to blame, and that it was in consequence of the Consul's 
haying fleed upon them that the quarrel became serious, 

‘the matter ix now being inquired into. Tam not able to say more on the subject 
for the present, but shall not fail to communicate to your Highness later the final result 
of the investigation,

Ie was absolved by the Majlin ‘Tamiyiz ol Suda, upon the plea 
that he found the stones being carried about by childrwn, ‘The latter denied the whole 
of the story. The other ten stones were folind in the possession of Jirgos Injjar, a 
Greek Catholic, He asserted that he had bought them at under price from a Moslem, 
Abd-cl-Razrak el Musriyyeh. ‘The latter was arrested, und he secused Mustafa Labam, 
who succeeded in evading justice, 

Abd-cl-Razzak was tried in the presence of a Consular Dragoman, and was 
condemned to thirty days’ imprisonment, in the absence of the Dragoman, 
Preseutly released.

‘The second is the account of the 
avsault forwanted to me by my fellow-tmaveller, Mr. C.F. Deke, who here 
roprosents tho Palestine Exploration Fund. The thist is the evidence given hefore the 
Modgliss by an English clergyman (Rev, Mr. Taylor), and by threo other gentlemen 
‘who were in Nazaroth st the time, 

T may also roport that the Greck Bishop of Nazareth has confessed that he was 
compelled by his co-religionints to sot as he did that he was onlered not to return to 

‘seo without settling tho aflsir in their favour, and that he is ready to declarm that 
those who conimittod the outmge wore guilty, and want the uffnir to be settled amicably, 
Thave the honour to translate the telegram sent by the Rey. Serafin, Bishop (Greek 
Orthos) of Damascus to, Monsignor Yarthen, Patriarch of Antioch, now at 
‘“ripoli. 

“Wo have roceived from Her Britannic Majesty's Consul nt Dasnaseas all details 
concerning # eth aifaie ; we oro satisfied with his account, and we will send 
dotails by post.”

ON May 5, 1871, Captain Barton and T wero encamped at Nazareth (which is 
within his jurisdiction}, near the Greek Church of the Annunciation. 

arly in the morning 1 happened to be at a short distance from the tents, and 
hearing an angry voice, L went to see whose it was. I fond an Abyssinian boy using 
violent language to Habib, who was telling him to leave the neighbourhood of the tents. 
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‘The Abyssinian continuing his abusive Inguage, and picking up a stone to throw at 
Habib Mobammed, the cavass went down aid lesan to boat Iain 

Four or five’ Grock Christians now set upon Habily and Mobamed, and then the 
other to servants, Autum and Saba, ran down to help, 

A mélée ensued, which assumed no serious aspect till the Greck Christians ran 
round to the south side of the church, where they were ont of sight of the tents, and 
where they were reinforved by the congregation from the church. 

‘The servants (four in nuinber), and two makaris, followed them, and very shortly 
Captain Bueton and K heant such # noise that we judged it advisable to go to cen what 
was tnking. place, as from the tents nothing could’ be seen. We aeconlinsly ran down 
vrilh only tiling-whips fu our hands, but,o8 sharyly turing thecarsee toe ear 
face to face with some 70 to 100 Greck Christians, who were throwing stones with all 
thelr forco at Consul’s servants, and (immediately that Captain Burton and I appeared) 
at us. 

‘Tho first stone: thrown at mo was a very large one, from the hands of Simian el 
Asthr, at o distance of only four or five mettes, which narrowly missed my head. At 
this moment Habilo fired a xhot from arevolver into the air, This checked the ruffians 
for an instant, and we wore able to retreat to the south-east commer of the eburch, Here 
Captain Burton took the revolver, tnd fired a shot, as before, into the air. ‘This daunted 
the mob, and we were able to retite slowly to the tents, though followed by showers of 
stones, ‘Then, as the mob seemed menacing, we prepared our arms, and requested some 
English and American travellers, who wero encamped close by, to do the tan i 
theo preparations the mob molied away, many returning to'tho church, whete there 
had been a servico (it being the Feast of St. George). At the commencement of the 
disturbance two of the servants, namely, Hibib and Saba, were so much injured thie 
they ‘wero unable to move for aovoral ‘days, and the former has continued to spit 

blood, 

‘Mohamed, the cavass, was soveroly injured in the ribs, bead, and Gium Autun, the 
Seis, and two of the Mukaris, were nlso injure 

When Simdan ol Asfar had the impertinence to accompany a deputation of Greek 
Christians to the tents for the purpose of begging Captain Burton 10 put justice aside, 
and forego punishing the culprite, T immediately recognized him ax the man who had 
tirown tho slone atmo, and Who was always is the font of the mobs and beret i 
throwing stones, 

When Yusuf Moammur was brought tothe tents I distinotly recognized him as 
‘one foremost tnd busiest of the mob, 

‘This mob was by no moans made up of ony lads and young men, ax some of the 
Greoks wished to make out, but mang old men were thera, wnd those the richest and 
most influential mombors of the Greok community ; men whoss duty should have been 
to retrain thelr juniors, and not, as they did, to excite them 10 acts of extreme 
violence,

IN reply to your Excelloncy’s offical letter of the 31st ultimo, I havo the 
explain the cause of the delay in reporting the attack upon my servants at Nazarot 

Twas detained at Nazareth between May 5 and May 10, in order to watch the 
Proceedings of the local authorities. The Turkish post was certainly open to me, but 
my despatch would assuredly have been read, and most probably would never have 
reached its destination. Even at Damascus 1 am compelled to be most olreumapect 
when addressing despatohes to Constantinople or Beyrout. After an oficial visit to the 
Jews of ‘Liberia and Safet (whose protection papers have not been renewed for many 
Fears, some, indeed, since 1549), on returning to Damascus (May 10), T addressed an 
‘official report to his Excellency the Governor-General, who undertook to forward it 
to his Government, together with the version of the affair supplied to him by the 
Keverenil the Greek Orthodox Bishop of Nazareth. My report to your Excellency was 
again delayed by waiting for the evidence of the Rev. Mr. Taylor and of his ‘throc 
fellow-travollers. 

"The delay has thus arisen from my wish to lay the case before your Excellency 
complete in all its details. I can, if desired, supply confirmatory evidence of all my 
ertions, and can prove, by the madical crificate of the physician attached to the 
Protestant Mission of Nazareth, the severe injuries received by two of my attendants ;

T HAVE the honour to bring the following cirotmstances to your Excellone 
notice -— 

About noon on Thursday, June 29, 1871, I received a letter from Miss Jomos, 
Superintendent of the British Syrian Schools at Damascus, and covering a note from 
Mrs. Mentor Mott, of Beyrout.’ ‘Tho object was to suggest notive meastiros in tho case 
of a Moslem convert to Cheistianity, “Hadj Hassan ol Arbagie, after having beea 
Waylaid and beaten (acconting to Dr, John Wortabet), had been ordered up from 
Besront to Damascus, in the custody of a policeman, by his Excellency the Goveenor- 
General. 

Tat once wrote to his Excellonoy representing that such action was an infraction 
of the Treaty of 1856, which secured tife liberty to the so-called “ renegades," 
Qn the evening of the same day his Excellency replied.to me, apparvntly ignoring the 
‘Treaty, and denying my right to interfere ina matter concerning tho subjcet of His 
Imperial Majesty the Sultan. At the same time he courteously forwariol for my 
perusal a despatch which he hnd addromed tothe Doyen of the Consular Corps, 

rout, complaining of the conduct of Protestant missionaries, in secret proselytizing; 
though he admitted that tho convert, Hawan, nd openly attended a Christian church 
for some time: and justifying the arrest of the eouvert upon the plea of his requiting 
to be “ counselle 

Ha) Hassan arrived at Damascus on the evening of Thursday the 20th ultimo, 
Qn the morning of Friday, the 30th ultimo, I requested Mr, Selim Moshaka, Dragoman 
fo this Consulat hie Exeelleney, and to beg that the convert might be 
Vikited by the re«ident missionaries, Movs, Wright and Cewford. 

‘The answer was a refhisal. I was on the point of ending a telegram to your 
Excellency whien it was announced to aa that the prisoner had Toon st Tree. On the 
following morning 1 addrossed a letter of thanks to tashed Pasha, and had the honour 
to aesurm him that such in net of justicn and toleration would win for him the esteem 
nd good-will of the Christian conimunity in Syria.

Schools, It ix rvported that an association of young ‘Moslems, nt Beyrout, roposes to

Bey, tho Mir Ali of Polico, who, after allowing him to be maltreated, threatened trim 
with strangling, About midday on Friday, June 80, ho wos vent for by his Excellenoy 
the Governor-General who, after locking the door, begun with asking him if he did not 
fear death, and ended by offering 30,000 piastres asa donceut for apostasy. ‘The conve 
refused, and was anlered, despite his protests, to leave Bayrout with his family aft 
term of twenty days, under pais of being seat to Constaniinople with hands 

1 venture to hope that this step will not be permitted. It will deal fatal blow 
in Syria to the great prine(ple of religious toleration. It will publi 
nes by suggesting that, although supported by a ‘Treaty which 
liberty to all converts, we eannot defend a convert from banishment. ‘The Wali will, 
of colin, plead that his action, which T cannot but describe as contmry to Treaty, is 
intended to prosorvo a life threatened by a bigoted Moslem party. But he knows as 
well sx Edo that he own, if he really desires, protect the convert frum violence. Tt is, 
howower, evidently his object to gain favour with tho people, whom his want of fanaticism 
tas soos al Da ed, and oven more to show to the world his contempt of European 
opinion and Consular interforence. 

T have deemed it my duty to nidress his Excellency with a request for information 
touching the death of Avif Yifendi ihn Abd el Ghani el Nablusi. ‘The Governor- 
General, however, returned my letter, declaring that any reply tw it would hea peryonal 
Justification of hix conduct, and, viewing the aifnir in this light, he declines to notice it. 
T am therefore compelled to offer ‘unuflicial verdon of the death which I hare 
collected from: many reliable sources. 

TL appears that the deceased returned to tho Libonus about three years ago, and 
ropresctited himself to be a Moslem canyerted to Christianity (Greek Orthodox) ; that 
he wax enticed by promises into Damascus; thot a change, truo or fulsr, af robbing 
mosque property was brought against and that he Was arrested wod confined in 
the mowne, ‘This was an irrogular stop; the man should have been placed in the 
public melt: ON (he morning of Batu ‘July 1, Arif Effendi was found hanging 
‘Nhe public voice naturally inquired how # man imprisoned and carefully guarded could 
btalers rope tn order to eomonlt muesde, und the public conscience was spaced with 
the report that the death bad been inflicted by Sayyidna Yabya (St. John the Baptist), 
in proprid persona. Fioally, I om axwured that the body was not aubmitted tom medical 
inqUest, am ix tho custom in onler to ascertain if the mouth had been gagged, and if 
marks of violence appeared upon it, As, however, it ix well known that thix corre. 
spondence will be mparte ficial necount of the death can be readily drawn np 
with all the usual formalities. 
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enture to hope that sour Excellency will cause this mysterious death, which is 

fying the Christians and rejoicing the Moslems of Damascus, to be made the subject 

of official inquiry, and will oppose the illegal banishment of the convert Haj Hass, 
Both cases evidence the state of affairs actually existing in Syria under tho present 


Hassan, when making his deposition at the Consulate, declared

procés verbal (July 1). Iwill not vouch for the truth of this report. 

‘Tho Treaty of February 12, 1856 (Hertslet, vol. x. p. }, absolutely confirms lif 
and liberty to all converts and so-called wwegades. But that’ concession was made in 
Airect opposition to the spirit of the Moslem world, which denounces the opostate ax 
being unworthy to live, and which holds his private tssassination lawful and right, As 
early ax Decomber 1857, ono of my predecessors, Mr. Conxul Brindt, C.1,, was com 
pelled to invoke the aid of Her Majesty's Ambassador, Constantinople, in onter to 
guarantee the immunity of the Mosler convert Khalil, and the affair was not settled 
without n long and exciting correspondence. 

‘Almost sas soon ox T took elianze of tis Corimulate (October 1869), certain Moslems, 
belonging to. the Shaxili order of Dervishos, became Catholics, and foll undor the 
displeasure of the local Government, Ax they took refuge in the Spanish Casa Santa, 

Mie questions were then chiefly in the hands of France, and as the converts dealt 
in strange stories about visions and tho supernatural falling off of theit fetters, L did 
not think it proper to move in the matter, Still, attmeted the attention of travellers, 
‘especially of Mr, George Lane Fox, A 

Tt appears, then, that the Mosicm authorities in Syria do not consider themselves 
bound to treat the person of tho convert as inviolable, In his lotter of June 2, 1871, 
his Excellency the Governor-General suggests that I should have pointed out the 
Artiolo which forbade him to bring up tho Haj Hassan under charze of s policeman to 
Damascus, and to place hira in the house occupied by the chief of police. 


In conclusion, without wishing in any way to impode freedom of action in eases 
of conversion, I venture to suggest thnt missionarios, expecially Protestant missionaries 
in Syria, be invites carefully and conselentionsty to consider whether thay are justified 


in exposing ® Moslem convert to the imminent risk of losing his life, and by irritating 
1 fanatical people to risk enusing for thetnselves and their co-religionists such outbreaks 
of fury ax charnoterized the lust deeade at Aleppo, Jesidah, aud Damascus, 
T have, &.

‘The 
Prescat state of affairs is causing profound dissatisfaotion emonget British mul 
protégé, and seriously injuring Bnglich intorests in this part of tho Kast, 1 
authorities are deof to all tho calls of justios, and they axe supported hy hie Rxoelle 
the Wali, Molumimed Rashid Pasha! ‘Tho object i ovidently to ignore all forvign 
ion, and more expecially tolower, x» much as possible, the influenoo of European

‘Tho three claims first mentioned dato from the days before my taking charge of 
this Consulate, I have exereised all possible patience in the mutter, and havo froely 
given to it my timo and labour: hardly a week hs posed without my making an effort 
to procune justice. At last it has become evident to me that the repeated promisos by 
Wor! of mouth, by letter, and by tolegramm were male only to be beoken, and thot. th 
Fights of British subjects and protézés will be withheld tintil. your Excoltency think 
proper to press fort grant). Tnecd hanlly point out that my determination 
o procure from the local Governinent payment of Its lawfal dob st distnstefil 
to his Excellency the Governor-General and to all his subordinates, ‘They caunot view 
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with pleasure so large a sum diverted into the pockets of foreign protéixées, and they 
Oppose me by all means, direct and indirect. Tho latter is, of course, the favourite 
tactic. 

With respect to the claims Nos. 3 and 4, Vixirial letters were forwarded by your 
Excellency, and ia several of my despatches (for instance, those of January 24, March 1, 
and June 13, 1871) I have explained what has been their fate. Both instruments 
Purporting to be “orders for the settlement of thoso claims,” and thus represented to 
Your Excellency, were ambiguous, and were evidently written under the usual 
influence at Constantinople. _Y need hardly say that, even bad they heen satisfactory, 
the usual secret sign would have made them of no avail. 

The V ul letters having failed to produce any effect, I have the honour of sub- 
mitting to your Excellency tho following plan for obtaining an equitable settlement of 

ho clsims ‘in question, and to suggest that tho amount, which may reach 6,000,000 
piastros, justifies an exceptional measure. "The only way to secure justice would bo by 
appointing @ Commission of two or three members, ontered in Constantinople to sit. at 
Boyrout, where they would be less liable to be influenced than at Damascus. The 
Commercial Tribunal of Beyrout would, I doubt not, depu requested to do $0, 
threo European members to associate themselves, Upon equal terms, with the Commis- 
sioners. ho Consulate could name adragoman who would look to the inte rests of the 
claimants and claim repayment of his expenses from the local Government. nally,

Such » Commission, especially if the Ottoman members are carefully chosen at Con- 
stantinople, would not only remedy past evils, it would prove that the Government of

wubjeots of n Power which has over been his moxt faithful ally, and it would evo. the 
happy effect of securing their rights andl peiviloges in the timo to come.

4. Messrs. Finzi, Barbour, and Co., an Anglo-Belzian house, established at St. Jean

1870, the amount was 225,000 piastres, to which must be added interest at the rate of 
1S per cent. per annum. ‘This ease was also supposed to have been sottled by the 
Vizirial letter, dated Shubah 13, at, 1286 (February 25, 1871). But, instead of 
enlering the ex-Governor of Acre, Mahommed Bey el Yusuf, who authorized the 
heads of villages to ignore their debts, and who thus ruined the firm, to pay the sums

With reference to the statement in Captain Burton’s telegram of the 22nd ultimo, 
that I made no objection to his journey, I beg to repeat what I stated in my despateh 
of the 18th ultimo, that I only heard of Captain Burton's intention by a private etter 
from him, dated the 28nl of May, and reecived hy me about noon on the 26th, in which 
he says, “I start from Jebel Druse to-morrow morning,” that is, on the 24th, so that I 
could not have made any objection to the journey, which was already commenced, and 
Captain Burton would have passed the first place ‘mentioned in his letter to the Chiefs 
before I heard of it.

I HAVE the honour to transmit herewith a copy of a note which I have received 
from his Execllency the Governor-General of Syria, complaining of the conduct of 
Afr. Hanna Azar, one of the Dragomans of Her Majesty's Consulate at Damascus. 

‘On several previous occasions the misconduct of Mr. Azar has been mentioned to 
me both by the Wali and others. I believe Mr. Wood, while Acting Consul, found it 
Reeessary to suspend him until the arrival of Captain Burton. 

As the appointment of Dragomans to Consulates depends upon the incumbents of 
the posts themselves, I do not consider myself authorized to interfore in the matter 
further than referring it to your Excellency, and in this sense 1 have auswored the 
Rote of Rashid Pasha. 

T have furnished Captain Burton with a copy of the Governor-General’s note, and 
have suzzested to him, for the sake of preserving good’ relations with tho local 
authorities, the expediency of suspending Mr. Azar from his functions at least until 
the charges brought against him have been in catignted by Captain Burton,

In reply I have the honour to. report, that the atatement of Mr. Jago having left 
Damascus for a few days in the early part af September ix perfectly true, but that the 
reasons or hin having dane » r 

Tho fhots are ws follows :— 

During the summer and autumn of the prosont year the fevers that provail in 
Damascus at that season were unusually sever 

Mr, Jago was obliged to live at the only hotel, whieh is situnted in a most unhealthy 
part of the fown, and shortly afer his arrival both he and his servant wore taken ill 
As I knew that there fevers frequently end fatally, expecially with new comers, who 
are not acelimatized, and that the only remedy is change of air, Lurged Mr. Jago, if he 
had no pressing business, to leave Damaseus for o fow day, offering him hospitality ; be 
accepted my invitation, and the day following his arrival at Aleii to had a severe 
attack of fever, acoompanied by delirium, which necessitated iny vending some distance 

medical man, 

emuining eight orten days, Mr; Jago’s health having improved, he returned 


Juring his stay with me, nor in his correspondence, has Mr. Jago mentioned 
thot he felt “larmed nt certain demonstentions of dissatisthotion on the part of the 
natives,” nor even thot any such demonstrations were unde, therefore I can only 
jualify’ that statement as entirely unfounded, as well as most of the others in 
Me. Palmer's lotta. 

From my knowledge of Mr. Jago T have to hesitation in saying that he would be 
the last man to take “ qdyantage of an opportune fevor” to desert his post in a moment 
of d of atatime when the public service might suifer by his temporary absence 
He was incapacitated by serious illness from efficiently performing his duty, and he 
availed himself of the only romedy, change of a
